She  returned  to 
the  Philippines  to  continue  her  labors  there.  In  Move 
ber  of  1970  Dr.  Irene  Wakeham  left  the  Philippines  and  in 

nuary  of  1971  she  came  to  the  small  black  college  in 
Huntsville,  Alabama-Oakwood. 

For  five  years  Dr.  Wakeham  has  been  a  member  of  Oak- 
wood's  faculty  and  head  of  the  Department  of  English. 
Unfortunately  for  us,  however,  Dr.  Wakeham  is  leaving 
Oakwood  College  to  be  with  her  96  year-old  mother  in 
California.  Though  we  will  miss  her  greatly,  she  deserves 
her  forthcoming  retirement.  Some  day  when  she  retires 
from  the  education  business,  she  will  have  experienced 
induction  into  the  Andrews  Hall  of  Fame,  Outstanding 
Educator  of  the  Year,  Who's  Who  of  Arnerican  Women 
Award,  and  listing  in  World  Who's  Who  of  Authors.  She 
has  also  had  three  books  published  and  her  biography
